Domestic troubles were aired in the 
supreme court today in an action 
brought. by Dina’ Gilbert against her 
husband, Carl Martin Gilbert, a Leduc 
farmer, Mrs. Gilbert claims ailmony 
from her husband, alleging that she is 
unable to live with him on account of 
his cruelty, The parties were married 
at Ledue about six years ago, Gilbert 
having been previously married and 
his first wife deceased. After their 
marriage the parties went to Prince 
Rupert, and from there to Voncouver, 
Mrs. Gilbert went out to work for her 
Nving and her husband continued to 
live In Vancouver, 

Husband Has Temper. 

Later the husband bought fourteen 
five-acre lots on Bowen Island, and 
they lived together there on the farm, 
Mrs, Gilbert states that her husband 
has an ungovernable temper, On one 
oceasion when she was bringing the 
cows home one missed its footing and 
became entangled in some bush. When 
she asked her husband to help her get 
the animal out he swore at her, calling 
her four names, and threw an ax at 
her, just missing her, She alleges that 
the cruelty was long continued, that 
Gilbert had struck her whilst she was 
driving the disc, on another occasion 
had thrown her out of a wagon in 
which they were driving because she 
said the horses were tired when he 
wanted them to go faster, and had also 
threatened her with a knife. She says 
the is afraid to live with him, 

Blames Wife's Cupidity. 

The husband denies the wife’s story 
and says that all the trouble is owing 
to his wife's cupidity. He declares that 
they never had any differences until 
his wife caught sight of a will which 
he had drawn up, She was displeased 
with the will and shortly after seeing 
it she left the house and went to her 
father's. The next day she came with 
her brothers to claim some vatlle which 
she said were hers. This will was 
made in March, 1918, and his wife left 
him in November. In this will he left 
$1,000 to his brother in Colorado, $600 
to another brother in Idaho, and $500 
to his sister in Wisconsin. He left the 
homestead and stock to his wife, and 
the residue of his estate to his son, 
Who js under age and lives in Wiscon- 
Bin.

SORROW AND REGRET 
FOLLOWING DEATH OF

naught. During his stay-in Winnipeg 
two years ago H.R.H. with the Prin- 
cess Patricia was much in the com- 
pany of Sir William in public affairs, 
and on numerous occasions the gov- 
ernor-general expressed his regard for 
the Canadian railway leader. Other 
governors of Canada who haye visited 
the west in recent years met Sir Wil- 
liam and were the reciplents of kind- 
ness at his hands, and his friends on 
the other side of the water are conse- 
quently numerous and influential and 
his death will be as greatly deplored 
as in Canada, 

In the railway circles the unex- 
pected death is naturally most deeply 
deplored.

By means 
of this bank efforts will be made to 
overcome the too prevalent practice of 
“rolling” and squandering. It Is 
thought that If the stranger can be 
helped over the first two weeks that 
he Is In the city, the probability is that 
he will need no assistance later in the 
winter, 

Men's Institute. 

Along the line of the floating popu- 
lation which is a characteristic feature 
in the city, the advisability of gather- 
ing information regarding the organiza- 
tion and operation of a men's institute 
was favorably considered, Such an In- 
stitute would seek to take care of the 
men who had no home or similar as- 
soclations to fall back upon, and pro- 
vide them with the necessary sleeping 
and eating, educational and recreation 
accommodation. 

The research bureau aims at taking 
up lines of investigation into the dif- 
ferent phases of the social fe of the 
city, an investigation of crime, infant 
mortality, foreign communities, hous- 
ing conditions, 

In addition to these lines of work 
which will require the co-operation of 
those interested in social matters, It 
is planned to hold public meetings for 
the disecussion of topics of vital im- 
portance to the public welfare. The 
Sducation of the public in social mat- 
ters through the press and platform 
wil be assiduously pursued.

All told there are probably 30 or 40 
delegates present but they are not all 
unanimous by any means when it 
comes to the municipalities getting the 
lion's share of the licenses and fees. 

After practically every delegate had 
spoken for or against the scheme, 
Mayor Sinnott of Calgary moved a 
resolution which was passed as_ fol- 
OWS! 

“Whereas under the recent acts the 
government has appropriated all the 
licenses from hotels, breweries, etc., 

Payable to Government. 

“And whereas the greater portion of 
all fines collected are payable to the 
government, 

“And whereas the school grants are 
lessened, making a greater burden upon 
the cities and towns, 

“Therefore be it resolved that this 
conyention believes that a portion of 
the license fees and fines should be 
paid to the municipalities, and further 
that a committee be appointed to draft 
a resolution along the lines of this 
resolution to present to the government, 
making a request for a portion of the 
fines and licenses in those departments 
where the cost of maintaining the de- 
partment is a charge on the munici- 
ality.” 

Mayor McNamara was appointed to 
select the committee to draft this peti- 
tion to council and chose the mayors 
of Calgary, Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, 
Vort Saskatchewan and Camrose to re- 
tire and bring in a report to the con- 
vention. Upon motion of Mayor 
Brown of Medicine Hat, Mayor McNa- 
mara was added to the committee. 

The mayoral delegates to the con- 
ference called by Mayor McNamara, 
of Edmonton, this afternoon waited on 
the members of the provincial cabinet 
to discuss the question of the division 
of fines and liquor license fees as be- 
tween the provincial treasury and the 
local municipalities, 

The ministers present ‘at the con- 
ference included Hon, GC. R. Mitchell, 
Hon. Wilfrid

Gariepy, minister of municipalities 
and Attorney-general Hon. C. W,

Mayor Sinnott stated that although 
he thought that Edmonton was the 
best city in Alberta outside of Calgary 
and he would prefer to live In Edmon- 
ton to any other city in the province 
apart from Calgary. Up to the pres- 
ent there had Only been a small por- 
tion of the province of Alberta de- 
veloped and as to the natural resources 
the world knew as yet practically noth- 
ing and all estimates of the wealth 
were but imaginary. Mayor Sinnott 
thought that the convention that had 
been arranged by Mayor McNamara 
was for a very worthy purpose. 

Hon, Wilfrid Gariepy dealth with the 
several municipalities and gave a gen- 
eral outline of the work carried on, 
The mayor of Lethbridge and Hon. 
Charles Stewart, acting-premier, also 
spoke, 

After the luncheon the delegates re- 
turned to the council chamber to pre- 
pare the petition to be submitted to 
the legislature. The mayor will take 
a trip about the city and wait upon 
the acting premier at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon. 


INSANE WOMAN CUTS . 
THROAT WITH KITCHEN 
KNIFE; DEATH RESULTS 


Conmitting suicide by cutting her 
throat with a kitchen knife, Mrs. Emma 
Danielson, of Daysland, Alberta was 
found dead by her son Albert Daniel- 
son on Monday night.

TEXT OF THE OFFICIAL = 
STATEMENT ON MEXICO 


Washington, April 15.—The following official statement was Issued 
today as representing the views of President Wilson and the adminis- 
tration: 

“In discussions in the official circles Jn Washington of the present 
Mexican situation, the following points have been very much dwelt upon; 

“It had been pointed out that, in considering the present somewhet 
delicate condition in Mexico, the unpleasant incident at Tampico must 
not be thought of alone. For some time past the defacto government of 
Mexico has seemed to think mere apologies sufficient when the rights of 
American citizens or the dignity of the government of the United States 
were involved, and apparently has made no attempt at either reparation 
or the effective correction of the serious derelictions of its clyil and mill- 
tary officers 

“Immediately after the incident at Tampico an orderly from one of 
the ships of the United States in the harbor of Vera Cruz, who had been 
sent ashore to the post office for mail, and who was In uniform, and car-

TIME FOR RECEIVING 
PERISHABLE GOODS 


The local freight association met 


-with a committee of the board of trade 


and a number of Edmonton shippers 
yesterday aflernoon in the board of 
trade rooms, situated in the Civic

The meeting was called in order that 
an agreement might be arrived at 
between the railway companies and 
the shippers whereby the railways 
would extend the time for receiving 
perishable goods to be shipped in re- | 
frigerator cars at the freight sheds. 
Heretofore it has been customary for 
the railway companies to reecive per- 
ishable merchandise up to three o'clock | 
in the afternoons, but it was pointed 
out that this did not give the shippers 
enough time to deliver their goods to 
the sheds and it was agreed to extend 
the time of reeciving perishable goods 
until four o'clock in the afternoon, 

There was a complaint brought forth 
by the railway companies that the 
shippers were not properly marking 
their shipments of merchandise. it 
was pointed out that too much stress 
could not be laid upon the properly 
marking of the goods, and it was ex: 
plained that invariably the goods will 
get into the wrong cars when indis« 
tinctly marked, the train hands and 
shedmen find it impossible very often 
to distinguish the place of shipment 
thereby crealing a great annoyance and 
very often loss of money to the con- 


signee, consignor and the railway 
companies.
